A new witness was accidentally dis- 
covered yesterday who is said to have 
asserted he knew a day ajliead of time 
that the murder was to be committed. 
George Jones, a huckster, is alleged to 
have given this information in the pres- 
ence of H. B. Chewning, a contractor, 
and another man whose identity the 
prosecution has not disclosed. Detec- 
tive Sherer, when told that Jones had 
said: “I knew about the murder the 
Monday before,’’ expressed the opinion | 
that the man might have made the re- 
mark in a boastful manner. Notwith- 
standing this, the prosecution decided to 
subpena Jones and Chewning to appear 
at the Chesterfield courthouse. Jones 
is known to be a close fricnd of ‘“‘Clau- 
die,’’ a sister of Beulah Binford. 

Detective Scherer went to Chewning. 
“Yes, Jones did say that,’’ said Chewn- 
ing. 

Later when Jones, Chewning and De- 
tectives Scherer were together, Jones 
denied having made any such remark, 
but Chewning reiterated that he had. 
Jones showed uneasiness at befng called 
as a@ witness and attempted to minimize 
his assertion. The prosecution is deter- 
mined to go thoroughly into Jones’ 
knowledge of the affair, particularly as 
it affects the Binford family. 

Paul Beattie’s Story. 

Paul Beattie is likely to go on the 
stand today to declare that Henry first 
asked him to buy a revolver, but finding 
that not feasible because a permit would 
have to be required from the Police 
Chief, asked his cousin to buy a shot- 
gun, for the carrying of Which, on ac- 
count of impracticability of conceal- 
ment, no permit is demanded.

It is 
in reality an attempt to solve for my- 
self and in my own way the problem 
of the relationship of men and women 
in matters of sex. 

“Speaking of myself, now, I havea the 
misfortune to have a very conservative 
husband. He is a conservative by in- 
stinct and nature and a radical merely 
by choice. Mr. Sinclair is an essential 
monogamist, without having any of 
the qualitias which an «sential mon- 
ogamist ought to. possess. 

Qualities of Husband. 

“One of these qualities is that the 
monogomist dught to be able to act the 
part of a husband; in other words, he 
ought to have some time to devote to 
his wife. A husband who is a monog- 
amist by nature ought to be able fully 
to occupy the attention of his wife. 

“Again, an essential monogamist ought 
not to be so overdeveloped intellectually 
that the rest of his nature suffers in 
consequence. Mr. Sinclair is overdevel- 
oped intellectually. His intellectual 
work occupies his attention to the ex- 
clusion of the rest of his nature. 

“Temperamentally Mr. Sinclair and I 
are utterly different. He has the strict, 
ascetic Hebraic temperament. I have 
the artistic Greek temperament. In spite 
of this, we have always been very good 
friends. I do not know but I may say 
we are good friends still; at least, I 
feel friendly enough toward him. But 
we have found, at least I have, that we

ACOUSTICS IN ThE 
NEW CATHEDRAL 


Forty of Them Climb the Long 
Stairway to the Dome Dur- 
ing 3-Hours’ Inspection. 





NO PLANS FOR HEATING 
Plant, Barnett Says, Will Be Put 
in a Building 
Outside. 





i Forty members: of the St, Louis 
Architectural Club went through the 
New Cathedral at Maryland and New- 
stead avenues Saturday afternoon 
with George D. Barnett, one *of its 
architects. After inspecting the lower 
interior the visitors were taken to 
the top of the dome, climbing the 


icng, winding steel stairs. The height 
of the dome is 214 feet above the 
first floor. The dome wags pro- 
nounced a model in design. It is 
built with inner and outer shells.. 

Architect Barnett explained the 
color scheme of the building to his 
guests and said that while the plans 
for it had been mapped out it will 
take several years to complete this 
work. 

Acoustics Are Tested. 

The acoustic properties of the 
building were tested. Members of 
the party stood at one end of thw 
Cathedral and when they spoke they 
could be heard distinctly at the far 
end. The tour of inspection lastei 
three hours. Archbishop Glennon 
did not‘accompany the party. 

The archbishop told a. Post-Dispatch 
reporter that plans for heating the $2, - 
500,000 cathedral were under prepara- 
tion by the architects. The lack of 
money for the completed building at the 
time the original plans were drawn, and 
the desire to remain free from debt 
during its construction, accounted for 
the failure to perfect the heating plans 
before this time. he said. 

No Heating Arrangements, 

The archbishop’s explanation was in 
answer to an inquiry resulting 7rom the 
surprise of visitors to the massive struc- 
ture, who noticed the absence of any 
heating arrangements. : 

George D. Barnett of Barnett, Haynes 
& Barnett, the architects for the cathe- 
dral, said that these was no necessity to 
include the heating plans in the origi- 
nal plans for the building. 

“There was never any intention of 
putting the heating plant in the build- 
ing,”’ he said. ‘‘The heating plant will be 
in an isolated building. 

“That problem is a difficult one to 
solve,”” he added; “however, it is re- 
eéiving much study. The building is 
very different from a residence or a 
large office structure. Such buildings 
as those contain many interior walls, 


ing pipes, and it is practically necessary 
to plan the heating arrangements for the 
building when the plans are drawn. 

“The Cathedral is largely a shell with 
a few interior walls. Our problem. is 
not to get the heating pipes through 
the building, byt it is to heat the vast 
open area without having the floor 
space obstructed with radiators or other 
heating devices. 

“The heating problem was not over- 
looked in the beginning. It was con- 
sidered in a general way, and left to 
be taken up when the time for letting 
the contract came. The same is true of 
the lighting, the gardening and the ap- 
proaches to the building.” 

Archbishop Glennon told of the. erec- 
tion of the Cathedral without going into 
debt. 

Building Out of Debt, 

‘I determined that the building should 
be paid for as it was erected,’’ he said, 
“and that contracts should not be let 
until the money to meet them was on 
hand. For this reason the heating, 
lighting and many other features were 
not taken up in the beginning. 

“First the contract for the founda- 
tion was let. Then we got the money 
for the shell of the building and that 
contract was let, and we have prog- 
ressed with the building in that way. 

‘You. may be sure there is no occa- 
sion for alarm that the building will 


not be heated, or that the heating can- 


not be now well installed.”’

Is Theory of a Priest

alyz2s the Psychology of Fibs That Create 
the Country's Juvenile Ananiases.

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 
children can be cured and the habit 
prevented was told by the Rev. Robert 
Swickerath, S. J., professor of pedagogy 
in Holy Cross College, in one. of ten 
lectures he delivered before the Catholic 
Teachers’ Institute, which closed re- 
cently at Boston College. 

“Tiars must not be taken either too 
lightly or too seriously,’ he said, “but 
every means must be taken by educators 
to cure them.” 

Prevention he,.regards as 
portant than tne actual curing, 
every class lying will crop out 
time to time, requiring the utmost care, 
prudence, vigilance and tact of the best 
teachers. He said: 

“One of the most vexing, and often 
perplexing evils is lying. Many children 
tell lies—perhaps most of them; they 
make little of what they call ‘white 
lies’ or ‘fibs.’ 

Should Be Prevented. 

“Lying should, above all, be prevent- 
ed. Much can be preyented by pru- 
dence and tact and by sympathetic 
treatment of children. If a child 
caused any disturbance and the teach- 
er, especially one who is known ‘to in- 
flict invariably severe punishments, an- 
grily charges him with the offense, the 
child will usually deny the deed in sheer 
excitement. One lie leads to another. 
The teacher reasserts the charge, the 
child denies and protests again, others 
even may be induced by a feeling of 
supposed loyalty and comradeship to as- 
sist the little culprit with lies. 

“A teacher a@s a rule should not is- 
sist on arguing the case, but await a 
better opportunity, until the child has 
calmed down. A teacher who is gener- 
ally sympathetic, patient, judicious in 
inquiries, reasonab§e in punishments, 
will seldom be told a lie. 

Depends on Teachers. 

In most cases, as the experience of 
many teachers will prove, the offenders 
will readily acknowledge their faults to 
such a teacher. Sometimes a good- 
natured manner will be far more ef- 
fective than severity. 

“It is much more difficult to as- 
sign general remedies for the‘cure of 
the habit of lying. Here, as in other 
cases, a specific remedy is needed. It 
is important to know that the lies 
are different according ‘to sources 
from which they flow. 

“There is a pathalogical lie which 
arises from a serious mental and 
moral defect Which has its root in a 
physical cause; this has to be treated 
rather by a physician than. the 
teacher. 

“There is the lie which results from 
an exuberant, an excessively lively 
imagination*® which leads to habitual 
exaggerations. The boy comes in 
great excitement telling the father 
that he saw at least twenty dogs 
fighting together. A calm examina- 
tion and inquiry will bring forth the 
final admissian that there were 
three. 7

This must’ be treated 
with kindness and sympathy and will 
be usually prevented by reasonable 
and fair treatment. 

“Then there is what has been styled 
the heroic lie when one tells a lie to 
}protect someone else, even § takes 
blame and punishment to shield an- 
other. In some cases this arises from 
a naturally generous, almost chival- 
rous disposition, 

Lie the Wrong Way. 

The offender should be told that his 
generosity is to be admired and that it 
is well he should show it wherever he 
honorably and lawfully can, but that 
his lie is a wrong way, that the end 
does not justify the means, and that he 
injures his own charactér. This applies 
also to those cases in which one helps 
others by allowing them to copy his 
themes, tasks, etc. 

“Hle should be told that he 
shows generosity wherever he 
so violating a law of morality, but that 
here, far.from helping his friend, he 
injures him by encouraging him in his 
laziness and dishonesty. In this way it 
is possible to prevent dishonesty, with- 
out destroying that beautiful spirit of 
helpfulness. 

“The most common. of all 
arising from sheer egotism. Ides are 
used to shield one from censure and 
punishment as the umbrella is emploved 
to protect one from rain and hail. Some- 
times the source is vanity: children 
foast at times even of wickedness, to 
appear bold before comrades. 

‘This latter case is usually a serious 
one. It would be unwise to look on the 
so-called ‘confirmed liar’ as an entirely 
hopeless case. He may not be as con- 
firmed as is believed, or as may ap- 
pear.

Plans for the construction of the 
largest river passenger steamer, the 
Washington Irving, are being worked 
out by experts. The steamer is for 
the Hudson River Day Line. The new 
boat will have a capacity for 6000 
passengers, and is expected to be 
placed in operation by May, 1913. 
Steel, plate glass and asbestos will be 
used in its construction, and a speed of 
24 miles an hour will be attained.

Vaniman’s Balloon, Ready to Be 


Sent to Atlantic City, Can 
Carry 80 Person.

AKRON, O., Aug. 2.—Melvin Vani- 
man’s balloon with which he and five 


others will attempt to fly across the At- 


lantic Ocean Oct. 22, wilt be shipped 
from Akron to Atantic City today, hav- 
ing just been completed in a local rub- 
ber factory. As soon as the framework 
of steel tubing is attached and the bal- 
loon inflated in the mammoth hangar, 
the airship will be christened the 
‘“‘Akron.”’ 

The “Akron’’ is the only dirigible of 
the first class ever built this side of 
the Atlantic. It is 268 feet long, or 
about thirty feet longer than the “‘Amer- 
ica,’’ which was lost in the ocean as a 
sequel to the Walter Wellman expedi- 
tion last year. Filled with pure hydro- 
gen it will have an atmospheric dis- 
placement of 350,000 cubic feet and a 
gross lifting power of 26,000 pounds, 
With the car and engines attached it 
will have a net capacity of 12,000 pounds, 
or about eighty persons. 

The ‘“‘Akron”’ is made of 2200 pieces of 
tough fabric. The propellers each will 
oe driven by a gasoline engine.of a 
hundred horsepower. The gas bag is 
cigar-shaped with an extreme diameter 
of 45 feet.

Last May, when the suffragists and 
suffragettes of New York marched 3000 
strong for five hot dusty miles down 
Fifth avenue, the parade was witnessed 
from the| Waldorf-Astoria by a noted 
Italian composer, friend and favorite 
pupil of Mascagni. He was profoundly 
impressed and approached the leaders 
with “One grand parade—but you 
should sing! You should have of your 
own one grand anthem—a Marseillaise 
of emancipated womanhood! I shall 
write ze anthem and it shall be im- 
passioned, majestic. You shall sing it 
from ocean to ocean. Give me the 
words.”’ 

Had Many Competitors. 

And then the Woman Suffrage party 
of New York advertised far and wide 
for a poem to be set to music for the 
nationel suffrage anthem. A prize of 
$100 was offered. Authors of note from 
every state in the Union sent in poems, 
which were judged by a committee who 
were not permitted to know the au- 
thors. 

In commenting on the prize award, 
the Woman Suffrage Party Chairman, 
Mrs. William Warner Penfield, said: 

“Minetta Theodora Taylor was one of 
the most scholarly women of all times. 
In Indiana her name is a household 
word. As founder and first president of 
the Western Association of Writers, she 
was regarded as.a foster-mother by the 
Indiana-Illinois sehool of novelists, and 
numbered among her intimate friends 
James Whitcomb Riley, the late General 
Lew Wallace, George Ade, Wilbur D. 
Nésbitt, Opie Read, Rex Beach, Bliss 
Carmen and many others, all of whom 
velued her criticism highly. She was 
for several yearsS president of the Indi- 
ana State Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

“But it was»as a linguist that she 
attained widest famé. At the time of 
her death she was mistress of 4 
Many stories are told of 
her prowess in this field. At a meet- 
ing at the Chicago Press Club an Ox- 
ford professor addressed her facetiously 
in ancient Greek. She carried on an 
animated conversation with him for half 
ai: hour, when Baron Schlippenbach, the 
courtly Russian consul, was presented, 
greatly to his surprise, she spoke to 
him in his own tongue, and he learned 
that she had read Anna Karenina in 
the original. Her Spanish text books 
are in use in many schools and col- 
leges.

in his intimation that’ what is the matter with 
St. Louis is adulterated food. It may be an en- 
trancing theory that poisoned foods react to 
protect the poisoner from the wrath or ven- 
geance of the poisoned, but we are not yet ready 
to admit that the reason we have poisoned food 
is because we have been poisoned. The poison 
is @ symptom, not a cause. : 

If 85 per cent of the ice cream St. Louis con- 
sumes is adulterated, it is the fatilt of St. Louie. 

If 58.5 per cent of the milk consumed in 8&t. 
Louis is either watered or skimmed or “pre- 
served,” it is the fault of St. Louis. 

If the bake shops are dirty and unsanitary, 
St. Louis has only itself to blame. 

If the consumer is short-weighted 28.8 per 
cent of the time, St. Louis must shoulder the re- 
sponsibility for it. 

There is nothing new in Dr. Cutler’s bulletin 
except the figures. We all knew we were being 
shortweighted, but we didn’t know how much. 
A year ago the Post-Dispatch proved the case 
against the tradesmen. The Inspector of Weigbts 
and Measures complained of lack of authority. 
A corrective ordinance was drafted, but it was 
never passed. Nothing was done. 

A year ago the Post-Dispatch exposed the con- 
ditions in the bakeries. There was a temporary 
cleansing, a plea from some department that 
there were too few inspectors and no money to 
pay more. So a corrective ordiaance was drafted, 
but it was never passed. Nothing was done. 

The milk situation is a standing crime. The 
Pure Milk Commission, the Saye the Babies 
League and the Post-Dispatch stand guard over 
the infant lives the deplorable system would 
wipe out, but this has nothing to do with the 
general milk supply. It is no secret that dairies 
are dirty and unsanitary; that milk is skimmed 
and watered; that formaldehydé is commonly 
used as a preservative. It is no secret that the 
commonest precautions are not taken to protect 
the milk supply. Last October when a spasmodic 
effort was made to enforce a very modest law, 
the court suspended sentences in most cases. 
The respondents considered the payment of costs 
the purchase of a license to continue their skim- 
ming, watering and formaldehyding, and it was 
al] soon forgotten. 

The frouble with St. Louis is not that it is 
being badly nourished, cheated, short-weighted 
and poisoned. Its trouble is the prevalent be- 
lief that the purpose of government is to supply 
jobs; that the duty of officials is to draw sala- 
ries and get re-elected, and, as for laws and 
ordinances, if they are not automatic and can’t 
énforce themselves, the thing to do is to devise 
some that can. 

St. Louis considers itself mighty lucky that 
only little more than half its ice cream, soda 
water, ginger ale, milk, peanuts, etc., etc., are 
adulterated. It congratulates itself that its 
tradesmen are satisfied to cheat only 28.8 per 
cent of the time. It might be much worse.

President Taft, the high-tariff apologist 
of Essex County, Mass., in August, 1911, plead- 
ing for delay and fuller information, Jet us ap- 
peal to Mr. Taft’s utterances in other parts of 
the country upon tariff revision and the Payne- 
Aldrich bill. And first as President-expectant: 

Chicago, Sept. 22, 1908.—“‘I wish there to be 
no doubt as to the revision of the tariff. J am 
a tariff revisionist.” - _ 

Milwaukee, Sept. 26, 1908.—*Tariff revision 
should be immediate, and on the whole there 
should be a substantial revision downward.” 

Fort Dodge, Oct. 3, 1908.—‘“Tariff duties ought 
to be reduced.” 

New York, Dec. 16, 1908.—‘It would be better 
to have no revision at all unless we are going 
honestly and fairly to revise the perift on the 
basis promised by our party.” .

Surveyor of Customs, 
high-speed motor boat Meteor, spent 
a busy two hours Sunday afternoon 
searching for violators of the marine 
laws in the St. Louis Harbor. 

The Meteor’s cruise was intended 
principally to overhaul joyriders cn 
the Mississippi who failed to observe 
the Government regulations as to the 
proper lights, fire extinguishers and 
life preservers to be carried. It was 
found that all joyriders abandoned 
the river at dark. , 

The Meteor is chartered the 
Government to cruise the Mississipri, 
Illinois and Missouri rivers to enforce 
the marine laws. Its Sunday trip 
started from the foot of Walnut 
street at 5 p. m. 

Many Boats Stopped. 

The boat was i: charge of Gallenkamp 
as commander, with A. A. Broadhead 
as chief officer. It had been their in- 
tention of cruising to Alton, but the 
large number of boats encountered be- 
tween Eads Bridge and the Merchants 
Bridge delayed the Government launch 
until it was deemed advisable to make 
a run back to Davis street. 

The operators of power boats seemed 
to fail to recognize the Treasury De- 
partment flag which was carried by the 
Meteor, and in several instances the 
Meteor chased launches for several 
minutes before bringing them to a stop. 
The flag has perpendicular red and 
white bars with a blue “eagle surmouni- 
ing a red shield with 13 ‘stars over it. 

Soon after the Meteor started, the 
Virginia Il, Thomas J. Fox, navigator, 
wavs sighted near the McKinley Bridge 
The Meteor cut across the bow of the 
Virginia Il and 
Freadhead commanded that the boat 
stop. The engine continued to chug, ani 
the order was given to crowd the boat 
into the land. When she was final! 
stopped and lashed to the Meteor whil- 
the inspection was being made, there 
was great indignation expressed by its 
occupants. 

Violated Many Laws. 

The Virginia II was violator of moi 
river laws than any other boat encoun- 
tered during the trip. She carried 7. 
men, women and children, and had only 
five life _preservers, While the law ®re- 
qcires that there shall be one Hfe pre- 
server for every passenger. She ha 
fire extinguishers. The owners of 
the boat will be ordered to appear be- 
tore Gallenkamp and show 
they should. not be. fined, for 
without proper equipment. 

As the Virginia II was permitted to 
go on its way, the Dauntless No. 2 was 
sighted and boarded. She was found 
to be well equipped, except that no life 
preservers were carried. Four men were 
the occupants of the boat. They were 
warned to get life preservers before 
the next. trip. 

The first long 
boarding of the Dauntless. She 
stopped above the Merchants’ Bridge, 
and while the officers were examining 
another boat was seen speeding 
downstream. She was nearly to the Me 
Kinley bridge when sighted. Orders 
were given for full speed and the Me 
teor raced after the boat in the dis. 
tance, the Meteor’s whistle continually 
sounding the stop signal, four blasts 
of the whistle. 

Caught After Chase. 

The pursued boat did not stop, but she 
was overtaken below the McKinley 
bridge and crowded to the Missouri 
shore and lashed te the Meteor. She 
was found to be a nameless boat from 
Griggsville, Ill., bearing a family party 
and being fully equipped. 

Starting up stream again, the Meteor 
eu.countered the Daft®&y, containing two 
women, two children and two men. She 
stopped on command, and was found 
to be without whistle, life preservers or 
fire extinguishers. Harry Beckman of 
12] Ferry street, in charge of the boat, 
was ordered to appear before Gallen- 
kamp Monday morning. 

the Let’s Go, containing a party o! 
men, Was found to be well equipped, 
except that its whistle was out of order. 

Darkness was settling over the river 
when the Ella Lee, containing a fumily 
party, was sighted above the Merchant's 
bridge. The overhauling of this boat 
furnished real excitement. ‘Apparently 
failing to understand the Meteor's sig- 
nals or not recognizing the authority of 
the Treasury flag, her navigator failed 
t. stop when commanded. The Meteor 
circled her twice and (finally began 
crowding her to the Missouri shore, 
when her engine was stopped and the 
beats lashed together. 

The owners of boats found to be de- 
ficient in equipment will be summoned 
before Gallenkamp in the Federal Build. 
ing. He has the arbitrary power to as- 
sess fines for operating boats without 
proper equipment, and in case of fail- 
ure to pay a fine assessed by him, the 
boat may be seized and sold. 

After the Ella Lee was boarded at the 
Merchants’ Bridge at dusk, not another 
power boat was sighted during the en- 
tire evening, though the Meteor cruised 
the St. Louis harbor until midnight. 
Many boats were at their docks, but 
either the word had gone out that the 
Meteor was on the job, or 8t. Louis 
doesn't joyride on the Mississippi at 
night.
